K a nsa s still continues far in 
the lead over the sta tes in the work of 
ra ilro a d construction. 


The therm om eter ha s fallen tw enty 
degrees lower tha n the avera ge of J u­ 
ly, a nd the nights are a lrea dy cool 
enough to render bed-covering indis­ 
pensable. 
Sim ulta neously with the 
fall of the mercury there is a nota bly 
decline in the m orta lity from cholera 
infa ntum in the cities, and the long 
da ily list of dea ths from hea t-stroke 
ha s dwindled down to a mere ca sua l 
record, with imprudence a s a la ige con­ 
tributory fa ctor.

ftalli'oad Imlpmnitjr Lands in W lsconsls. 
Janie« H. Howe, g enera! solicitor of the 
Omaha Company, »».** asked in St. Paul 
ftbout the reports teleg raphed coheefning 
the lands, and said; 
There are prohnhly f.irty or fifty land 
g rant roads in the West mi all parts of the 
country from Texas to Canada. Most of 
these roads have not finished their lines 
within the time s|>e(itie(l by the law mak­ 
ing the g rant. It « im a t first supposed 
th at the lands was for cited, but the su­ 
preme couit of the United State decided, 
eig ht or ten years ag o. that such lands 
were not. forfeited until the g overnment 
did something towar<l taking them back, 
or, in other words, until declared forfeit­ 
ed by cong ress. The railroads sold lands 
in advance of certifications to the railroad 
company by the g overnment—ag ricultural 
lands to farmers, g razing lands to stock 
men, and timber binds to lumbermen. 
Last winter cong ress passed a wise and 
just law permitting anybody who had 
boug ht land of any railroad company— 
the title to which failed throug h the land 
not bein? included in the g rant as ulti­ 
mately determined, or for other reasons 
to perfect his title by g oing to the nearest 
United Staten lain! 
oil ice entering the 
land and paying the g overnment price for 
it. This was done to protect actual set­ 
tler« who had purchased land in rood 
faith and made improvements on it. Now 
their 
title fail« 
because Com mis« I oner 
Sparks has kept bark the lists. The law 
works bo g ood to the railroad companies 
as they g et nothing out of it, for the settler 
hast« » pay the g o . eminent for the land. 
If a man has boug h* land of a railroad 
company and made improvements on it, 
certainly it is not rig ht for him to be 
cheated 
out of it by reason of a de­ 
feat in the title. Yet th« *se fellows a t 
Eau (L ire are mad because they can 
not g o and 
sipiat on his 
laud. 
If 
a man has g ot a $ 1 (JO,000 mill on some 
laud which he boug ht, they want a rhatice 
to build a cabin <«n one corner of It and 
claim the whole patch. As to the Omaha 
g rant, the law g iving tlie lands to the com­ 
pany req uired it 
to sell all ag ricultural 
lands to actual settlers a t a maximum 
price oi $ 2.50 per acre. 
If there was more 
than 300,000 feet of timber on any forty 
acres, it was classed as timber land and 
could be sold for what it would bring . 
Under 
that 
law 
the 
company 
has 
sold all the lands 
in 
the g rant. 
OI 
course, the lumbermen 
in th a t country 
have boug ht more or less of these lands, 
« ml are cutting and selling the timber. 
An the indemnity lands of the Omaha 
company are now pending before the se­ 
cretary of the interior a« to what shall be 
certified to the State oi Wisconsin for the 
road. Every acre of it has been patented 
to the road by the state, throug h which the 
title comes. 
It is worse than nonsense to 
charg e Senator Spooner with trying to cheat 
anybody out of the land. He simply fav­ 
ored a law which prevents those who 
have purchased land* from being cheat­ 
ed of it.

A TERRIBLE ORDEAL 


The Tests to Wldrli the Spaniard« (Subjected 
* 


(Spy. 
When the Peninsular war was at its 
height, General Murat, who was in 
command of the French troop s at 
Madrid, desired to send a disp atch of 
the grav est imp ortance to General 
Junot at Lisbon. The distance was 
not great, but the country through 
which the messenger would be obliged 
to trav el was infested by a band of 
guerrillas who carried on an irregular 
warfare on their own account, much 
to the annoyance and detriment of the 
French army. These lawless v olun­ 
teers fought from their ambuscades 
in the forests and mountain p asses 
with unp aralleled ferocity, frequently 
surp rising detachments of the regular 
army and cap turing their stores and 
ammunition. The heroic deeds of 
General Castanos, the guerrilla com- 
OMindei-in-chief, were echoed through­ 
out Europ e, and it was well known 
th a t he gav e no quarter to French 
p risoners. Therefore General Murat 
could find no soldier desirous of under­ 
taking an errand so fraught with dan­ 
ger. 
In his dilemma he sought the ad­ 
v ice of Baron Stroganoif. the Russian 
Embassador, who was friendly to the 
French cause. 
The baron, being well aware of the 
grav ity of the situation, deliberated 
for sev eral minutes; the result was 
the following suggestion: 
“¡Send one 
ot your most reliable Polish lancers 
in Russian uniform,” lie said, "with a 
v erbal message to our admirai, now 
in Lisbon harbor, 
lie, in turn, will 
communicate 
with 
Junot without 
arousing the slightest susp icion on the 
p art of the English. 
No doubt your 
courier will be arrested as core of times 
en route; but as my country has main­ 
tained neutral ground thus far, it is 
not p robable th a t the result will be 
fatal. Castanos is too much of a dip ­ 
lom at to risk the disp leasure of Rus­ 
sia, and, by observ ing the p rop er cau­ 
tion. it will not be difficult to deceiv e 
him .” 
General M urat was charmed with 
this clev er p rop osition, and a t once 
ordered the < ap tain of the Warsaw 
Lancers to select from his comp any a 
brav e, reliable fellow who could be 
trusted to undertake the im p ortant 
mission. 
Early on the following day, Lieuten­ 
ant Laokinsky, a young Pole, eighteen 
years of age, sought audience of the 
French general, who exp lained the 
nature of the serv ice he required of 
the youth, without concealing the 
p erils it would entail. 
Lackinsky, 
nothing daunted, declared w ith a con­ 
tem p tuous smile th at 
he 
eagerly 
awaited an op p ortunity 
to p rov e 
how little he feared the guerrillas, and 
th a t he was p rep ared to set out a t j 
once on his journey. 
Pleased with the young Pole’s en­ 
thusiasm, as well as with his ev ident 
desire to distinguish himself, the gen­ 
eral sv p eated with p recision the mes­ 
sage to be carried to Junot. 
Baron istroganoff’s 
Russian 
dis­ 
p atches hav ing been duly secured, the 
courier started for the coast, com­ 
p letely armed, and disguised in the 
uniform of an officer of the Czar’s 
guard. 
Not hing of imp ortance occurred un­ 
til the afternoon ol the second day, 
when our hero entered a defile in the 
m ountains near Talav era. 
He had 
not adv anced more than a quarter 
of a mile when he was met by half a 
dozen guerrillas, who, without waiting 
to p ai ley, roughly dragged him from 
his horse, seized his weap ons, and led 
him to a chap el in a cav e hard by, 
where he found himself face to face 
with the terrible Castanos.

The guerrillas agreed that they did 
not dare to act in op p osition to the 
Czar, at the same time they were not 
yet conv inced of the nationality of the 
man; they susp ected he might be a 
French sp y, in sp ite of ap p earances. 
Accordingly he was conducted to a 
v ault beneath the chap el, and locked 
in. 
A hard ride of many hours ov er 
rough roads, added to the agony of 
mind which lie had endured during his 
examination had so exhausted p oor 
Lackinsky, th at he sank up on a heap 
of straw in one corner of his p rison, 
and was soon sound asleep .

M essrs.Fiood and

Total im­ 
migration in 1880 at the port of New 
York was 300,918, so that this year 
will probably beat 
it by at least 
100,000.

The new law against the adultera­ 
tion of wine has gone in to e ffo tin New 
York. 
It absolutely forbids the man­ 
ufacture or sale ol any wine that has 
been treated with any one of a dozen 
different deleterious substances, and 
leaves water and sugar, with grape 
brandy, also, the only things that can 
legally be added to the pure juice o! 
the grape in the manufacture of wine. 
The law includes carbonic acid in the 
list of forbidden adulterants, 
and, 
therefore, prohibits the use of the car­ 
bonating or “new process” method ol 
making champagne.

In a late article from las pen, pub­ 
lished in an eastern magazine he makes 
a puzzling point for the woman suf­ 
fragists, the indifference with which 
the sex in M assachusetts, for ex am pie, 
has treated the privilege accorded by 
the school suffrage law of 
1879. 
There are 347 cities and towns in the 
state. 
From the time when the meas­ 
ure was passed until last year, inclu­ 
sive, not a woman registered in 170 
of them. No woman has ever voted 
in 200 of them. 
In 1H86 only one 
woman in 254 of those legible to vote 
under the new law improved the op­ 
portunity to go to the polls. Well may 
an opponent of the innovation, like 
Senator Ingalls, hold that so long ae 
women generally have so little inter­ 
est in the proposed reform will the ag­ 
itation of the question bring forth in­ 
effective results and disappointm ents.

Jam es H . Howe, general solicitor of the 
O m aha Com pany, v. as asked in St. Paul 
ib o u t the rep o rts telegraphed cohcetnittg 
the lands, and said; 
There are probably fbrty or fifty land 
grant roads in the West m all parts of the 
country from Texas to Canada. 
Most of 
theso roads have not finished their lines 
within the time specified by the law m ak­ 
ing the grant. 
It v. a - a t first supposed 
th a t the lands was for’cited, but the su­ 
preme eouifc of Die I'nitcd State decided, 
eight or ten years ago, th a t such lands 
were not forfeited until 
the government 
did something tow ard taking them back, 
or, in other words, until declared forfeit­ 
ed by congress. 
Tiie railroads sold lands 
in advance of certifications to the railroad 
compa ny by tlio go vei n ment—agricultural 
lands to farmers, grazing lands to stock­ 
men, and timber lands to lumbermen. 
L ast winter congress passed a wise and 
just law permitting anybody 
who had 
bought land of any railroad com pany— 
the title to which failed through the land 
not being included in the grant as ultl- 
mately determined, or for other reasons— 
to perfect Ids title by going to the nearest 
United States 
land 
office entering the 
land and paying the government price for 
It. 
This was done to protect actual set­ 
tlers who hail purchased land in good 
faith and made improvements on it. 
Now 
their 
title fails 
because Commissioned 
Sparks has kept buck the lists. 
The law 
works no good to tlm railroad companies 
as they get nothing out of it, for tho settler 
has to pay the go . em inent for the land. 
H a in a n has bough' land of a railroad 
company and made improvements on it, 
certainly it is not right for him to be 
cheated 
o u t of it 
by reason of a de­ 
feat in the title.

could be sold for what it would bring.

course, the lumbermen in t h a t country 
have bought more or less of these lands, 
ami are cutting and selling the timber. 
An the indemnity lands of the O maha 
company are now pending before the se­ 
cretary of tlie interior as to w hat shall be 
certified to the S tate of Wisconsin for the 
road. 
Every acre of it has been patented 
to the road by the state, through which the 
title comes. 
It is worse th an nonsense to 
charge Senator Spooner with trying to client 
anybody out of the land.

ed of it.

Whereas, The so-called Knights of L abor 
come forth from day to day with their 
talk for the purpose of helping the work­ 
ingmen to their lights by 
unrighteous 
means and trampling law and order un­ 
der foot, and try to destroy Scriptural 
faith, therefore, he it. 
Resolved, 
T h at we urge all 
Catholic 
working people to keep aw av from said 
societies for according to our experience 
such company is not advisable for C a th o ­ 
lic working people, for where proh ib ition ­ 
ists. anarchists and socialists assemble to 
consult a b o u t 
the 
welfare 
of 
m an­ 
kind, there should not be found any Ger­ 
man Catholic workingmen. 
In order to 
protect the good name of German Catholic 
societies from injury, all societies should 
be exhorted not to lcceive in their midst 
any Knights of Labor, and such as are al­ 
ready in them should be induced to leave 
the Knights of Labor. 
Mr, Mitsch spoke 
in favor of his resolution. 
The Knights 
of L abor had a demoralizing influence up­ 
on the German workingmen. 
He failed to

He Talks U nreierredlj About the Catholic Hui- 
verslty, England, the T atlran, and the Knights 
Of Labor. 
B ishop Ireland of M innesota, who has 
been in B altim ore for several days a tten d ­ 
ing the conference of bishops engaged in fix- 
! ihg the location of the C atholic university 
j to be established was interviewed in W ash- 
I ington. 
Regarding the Catholic university, 
I he said: 
The undertaking is one of the grandest 
j the church has yet contem plated in this

p artial purpose of the establishm ent of 
this great seat of learning is to disabuse

point of this great country, was the fittest

gle,” was suggested. 
“T h a t is due entirely to the good m an ­ 
agement of Cardinal 
Manning and the 
archbishop of Dublin, who have given the 
situation in Ireland daily thought and at- 
tentiou.” 
Regarding ins own reported elevation to 
an archbishopric, the bishop would say 
nothing, stating th a t he could not talk 
abo ut th a t 
a t present. 
Regarding the 
attitu de of the church tow ard the Knights 
of L abor he said: 
The church has withdrawn its disap- j 
prova! of the organization, holding th a t 1 
its secret work is harmless so long as it j 
floes not foment riot, im m orality or irrelig- i 
ion. 
While tho church is opposed to secret j 
societies of ail kinds, it holds th a t the se­ 
crecy of the Knights in rath er of apolitical 
and business nature, iuch as all men are ; 
entitled to have regarding their business j 
wffairn.

These lawless volun­ 
teers fought from their am buscades 
in the forests and m ountain passes 
with unparalleled ferocity, frequently 
surprising detachm ents of the regular 
arm y and capturing their stores and 
am m unition. 
The heroic deeds of 
General Castanos, the guerrilla com- 
mandei-in-chief, were echoed through­ 
ou t Europe, and it was well known 
th a t he gave no q uarter to French 
prisoners. Therefore General M urat 
could find no soldier desirous of under­ 
taking an errand so fraught with d a n ­ 
ger. 
In his dilem m a he sought the a d ­ 
vice of B aron Stroganoff, the Russian 
E m bassador, who w'as friendly to the 
French cause. 
The baron, being well aw are of the 
gravity of the situation, deliberated 
for several minutes; the result was 
th e following suggestion: 
“ Send one 
of your m ost reliable Polish lancers 
in Russian uniform,” he said, “ with a 
verbal message to our adm irai, now 
in Lisbon harbor, 
lie, in turn, will 
com m unicate 
with 
Ju n o t w ithout 
arousing the slightest suspicion on the 
p a r t of the English. 
No dou bt your 
courier w ill he arrested as core of times 
en route; bu t as my country has m ain­ 
tained neutral ground thus far, it is 
no t probable th a t the result will be 
fatal. 
Castanos is too much of a dip­ 
lo m a t to risk the displeasure of Rus­ 
sia, and, by observing the proper cau­ 
tion. it will not be difficult to deceive 
him .” 
General M urat was charmed with 
this clever proposition, and a t once 
ordered the Captain of the W arsaw 
Lancers to select from his com pany a 
brave, reliable fellow who could be 
trusted to undertake the im p o rta n t 
mission. 
E arly on the folio wing day, Lieuten­ 
a n t Lackinsky, a young Pole, eighteen 
years of age, sought audience of the 
French general, who explained the 
n a tu re of the service he required of 
th e youth, w ithout concealing the 
perils it would entail. 
Lackinsky, 
nothing daunted, declared with a con­ 
tem ptuous smile th a t 
he 
eagerly 
aw aited an o pp o rtu n ity 
to prove 
how little he feared the guerrillas, and 
th a t he was prepared to set out a t 
once on his journey. 
Pleased with the young Pole’s en­ 
thusiasm , as well as with his evident 
desire to distinguish himself, the gen­ 
eral repeated with precision the mes­ 
sage lo be carried to Junot. 
Baron Stroganoff’s 
Russian 
dis­ 
patches having been duly secured, the 
courier started for the coast, com­ 
pletely armed, and disguised in the 
uniform of an officer of the Czar’s 
guard. 
Nothing of im portance occurred un­ 
til the afternoon of the second day, 
when o u r hero entered a defile in the 
m ountains near Talavera. 
He had 
n o t advanced more than a quarter 
of a mile when he was met by half a 
dozen guerrillas, who, w ithout waiting 
to parley, roughly dragged him from 
Iris horse, seized his weapons, and led 
him to a chapel in a cave hard by, 
where he found himself face to face 
with the terrible Castanos. 
“ Who are you?” asked the guerrilla 
chief, in French, while he 
angrily 
scrutinized the prisoner.

“ Look carefully a t this man, and tell 
us w hether he be Russian, German, 
or, as I strongly suspect, a cursed 
French spy.”

is 
a disguised Frenchm an. 
A 
few 
weeks ago, when I took a load of hay 
to Madrid, this was the very officer 
w ho signed my receipt.” 
Lackinsky betrayed no sign of fear, 
and the expression of his countenance 
did no t vary, as he looked from one 
to the other of the excited soldiers 
who surrounded him. 
They 
would 
have torn him to pieces had not their 
general, discouraged by the failure of 
his test, interfered. 
“My friends,” he loudly exclaimed, 
“ nothing is yet proved against our 
prisoner, an d he has certainly shown 
beyond a doubt th a t he does not un 
der^tand French. 
This peasant might 
easily make a m istake, for it would be 
difficult to recognize a m an whom he 
saw only once and then in a different 
uniform from the one he now wears. 
The prisoner looks like a Russian, his 
papers are addressed to the Czar’s ad­ 
miral, and I think we h ad better al­ 
low him to proceed.” 
“ No, no,” was the cry th a t arose 
from a hundred voices a t once, “ we 
are not yet satisfied, and he shall not 
go until we are.” 
“ But are we to take the risk of of­ 
fending the Russians by interfering 
with one o f ’their dispatch-bearers?” 
The guerrillas agreed th a t they did 
not dare to act in opposition to the 
Czar, a t the same time they were not 
yet convinced of the n ation ality of the 
man; they suspected he might be a 
French spy, in spite of appearances. 
Accordingly he was conducted to a 
vault beneath the chapel, and locked 
in. 
A hard ride of m any hours over 
rough roads, added to the agony of 
mind which he had endured during his 
exam ination had so exhausted poor 
Lackinsky, th a t he sank upon a neap 
of straw in one corner of his prison, 
and was soon sound asleep. 
Two hours elapsed, when the door 
was softly opened, and some one en­ 
tered. 
A gentle ta p on the shoulder 
aroused the young lieutenant, and a 
w om an’s 
gentle 
voice 
whispered: 
“ Voulez-vous souper, Monsieur?” 
H eavy with sleep, the prisoner fanci­ 
ed himself, for a m oment, with his 
mess a t Madrid. The fearful ordeal 
lasted only a single moment, for, look­ 
ing up and rubbing his eyes. Lackins­ 
ky’s position was recalled to him by 
the darkness of his cell, which served 
the double purpose of concealing his 
doubt and surprise. 
His presence of 
mind did not desert him even 
then, 
and he inquired, in German, w hat was 
wanted of him. 
W ithout ano th er 
word, the wom an disappeared. 
When reporting this test to his com­ 
rades, C astanos added, with a coarse 
laugh: 
“ You see, I was right in believ­ 
ing him to be a Russian, for were he 
French he would surely ha ve betrayed 
himself to a woman. 
Give him som e­ 
thing to eat, saddle his horse, and 
send lum on his w ay.” 
Unfortunately for the prisoner, the 
general’s authority over his volunteer 


corps wras no t absolute; his orcer 
therefore was only obeyed in part. 
Supper was served, b u t Lackinsky re­ 
mained in his cell. 
The 
following morning Castanos, 
who h a d his own reasons for wishing 
to be favorably reported to the Rus­ 
sian governm ent, visited his prisoner 
and told him no t be discouraged, 
adding an assurance 
th a t his 
de­ 
tention would soon end. 
At the same 
time, taking the you th kindly by the 
hand, he assured him, with a smile, 
th a t there was nothing further to 
fear. 
Though inwardly rejoicing, 
while 
listening to the encouraging words, 
Lackinsky appeared to comprehend 
nothing but the gentle tone and the 
friendly pressure of the hand. 
Later, he was led to a spot where 
ten French prisoners of war had just 
been shot. There, in the presence of 
the ghastly, bleeding corpses, he was 
forced to remain until night. 
Prison 
was 
a 
relief 
compared 
with 
such 
a 
cruel 
spectacle, 
yet, 
in spite of the general’s reassuring re­ 
marks, he could not obtain the re­ 
pose of which he was by this time 
sorely in need. 
The fate of his com­ 
panions in arm s, which he fully ex­ 
pected to share, haunted him* con­ 
tinually, until sleep overcame him aft­ 
er several hours oi weary watchirg 
and tossing on his hard bed of straw. 
As before, a woman gently aroused 
him and spoke in the same low tone 
in French: 
“Come quickly; 
I will 
save you; your horse 
is saddled; 
everything is ready; follow me softly, 
softly.” 
The young lieutenant’s senses were 
immediately on the alert; his suspi­ 
cion was fully aroused and he was 
not to be taken unawares. 
“ What 
was it you said?” he quietly asked in 
German. 
“ I did no t understand; can 
you not speak to me in my native 
tongue?” 
The woman immediately 
vanished. 
On hearing of this incident, Casta- 
nos again spoke in behalf of ms pris 
oner; but the assertion made ho con­ 
fidently by the peasant had worked 
upon the minds ot the guerrillas to 
such a degree th a t they refused to bs 
convinced until they had made one 
more trial. 
It was therefore agreed 
th a t Lackinsky 
should remain 
in 
captivity another night. 
Five guerrillas entered the vault on 
the follow ing morning, uttering furious 
th reats against the French, accom­ 
panied by maledictions on the head 
of Napoleon. 
They spoke in Spanish, 
oi which Lackinsky understood quite 
enough to know what they were say­ 
ing, but he assumed an air of uncon­ 
cern and looked from one to anothei 
as though wondering w hat could he 
the cause of their excitement. 
Aftei 
being informed th a t he was to have 
another trial, he w as led to the chapel 
where, ranged along the steps ot the 
a ltar, he beheld a dozen guerrilla chiefe 
who had constituted themselves a 
council of war.

and he adds th a t his sovereign is a 
firm friend and ally of Napoleon. 
Ht 
also says th a t he despises Spain, and 
th a t he considers her soldiers a band 
of robbers and cut-thro ats who ought 
to be wiped from thefaceof th e e a rth .” 
This was the m ost terrible ordeal tin 
y'onng m an had yet undergone, but h€ 
did not betray, by the movement 
cf a muscle, 
th a t he understood 
w hat 
was 
said. 
He 
seemed 
merely to be wondering what could sr. 
suddenly have aroused the council, 
who watched him narrowly while giv­ 
ing vent to angry threats. 
They well 
knew th a t nothing would be so likely 
to put the prisoner off his guard as 
the apparent treachery' of the inter 
preter. 
“Comrades,” said Castanos, whoentei 
ed the chapel a t the conclusion of tin 
interpreter’s remarks,, “are you con 
vinced a t last; and will you now per 
m it this dispatch-bearer to proceed?’ 
The guerrillas answered with oin 
voice, and so egar were they to make 
am ends 
for what they considered 
their error, th a t 
within one houi 
Lackinsky’s horse, papers, and weap 
ons were restored, and he was far or 
the road to Lisbon rejoicing a t hit 
escape.—Translated 
for

His father, a con­ 
firmed invalid, was very rich, and 
made a great fuss over him when he 
returned, and was very' proud of the 
fact th a t Jim was a t the head of his 
class.

AV hen t he P en in su lar w ar w as a t its 
lei^ht, G eneral M u rat, w ho w as in 
com m and of th e F rench tro o p s a t 
M adrid, desired to send a d isp a tc h of 
the g rav e st im p o rtan ce to 
G eneral 
J u n o t a t L isbon. 
T he d istan ce w as 
n o t great, b u t th e c o u n try through 
which th e m essenger w ould be obliged 
to tra v e l was infested by a b an d of 
guerrillas w ho carried on a n irregular 
w arfare on th e ir own account, m uch 
to th e an n o y an ce and d etrim en t of th e 
F rench arm y . 
T hese lawless v o lu n ­ 
te ers fought from th e ir am buscades 
in th e forests an d m o u n ta in passes 
w ith u n p aralleled ferocity, frequently 
surprising d etach m en ts of th e regular 
arm y au d ca p tu rin g th e ir sto res and 
am m u n itio n . 
T he heroic, deeds of 
G eneral Castano® , th e guerrilla com ­ 
m ander-in-chief, were echoed th ro u g h ­ 
o u t E urope, an d it w as well know n 
th a t he gave no q u a rte r to French 
prisoners. 
T herefore General M u rat 
could find no soldier desirous of un d er­ 
taking an erran d so fraught w ith d a n ­ 
ger.

As compared with last year the number 
of scholars in school has increased twen­ 
ty-three, although the number drawing 
money under the state apportionm ent has 
decreased from 1253 in 1886 to 901 in 
1867. This is accounted for from the

quirement, a forty days attendance is 
necessary and consequently many have 
fallen behind.

CROW WING COUNTY SCHOOLS. 


Statistics From County Superintend­ 
ent Fleming’s Annual Report. 
W. A. Fleming, 
superintendent of 
schools for Crow Wing county, has just 
completed his annual report to the State 
Superintendent relating to the condition 
of the schools in 
this 
county, 
and 
we submit below extracts from it for 
our readers who are interested in the 
matter of education. The report shows 
that a great improvement in school work 
has been accomplished. 
In every res­ 
pect the schools of Crow W ingcounly 
arc in better condition and more rapid 
progress is being made than ever before. 
The following are some of the most im­ 
portant items from the report:

As compared with last year the number 
of scholars in school has increased twen­ 
ty-three, although the number drawing 
money under the state apportionment lias 
decreased from 1253 in 1886 to 901 in 
1867. This is accounted for from the 
fact that previous to this year scholars 
hod to attend school but five days to 
entitle them to receive 
% share of this 
state fund, while now under the new re­ 
quirement, a forty days attendance is 
necessary and consequently many have 
fallen behind. 
While there is no ap­ 
parent increase the schools have done j 
well to hold their own. 
There wcro in 1665 but thirteen dis­ 
tricts, in 1686 there were fifteen and in 
1*67 we sec there twenty-two. 
In 1"5 
the amount paid out for teachers wages 
was $4,757.90 while in 1867 the figure 
reaches nearly $10,000. 
That our 
schools 
are in a 
good 
healthy condition is a fact which all 
should be proud of, and the number of 
scholars attending the graded schools is 
gradually on the increase, indicating 
that the people are desirous of securing 
the benefit of the money expended for 
school purposes. 
The average school 
tax in the county is 6.99 mills.
